Anoraks Ireland have recently been exper¬ 
iencing a number of problems. We are pleas¬ 
ed to report that these have been sorted 
out. On October Jlst the following statement 
was issued. 

"Dear Friends, Ve regret that Anoraks Ire 
-land has been unable to reply to your many 
letters in the last four months as we have 
had serious problems with the continued op¬ 
eration of Anoraks Ireland. 

'Certain people' who do not wish us well* 
have endeavoured since August 19*33 to sil¬ 
ence Irelands one and only F'ree Kadio Organ 
-isation. These people have attempted at 
various times to persuade, discredit and 
threaten the existance of Anoraks Ireland 
by personal visits, the use of a Fo Box num 
-ber purposely in our postal district area 
and their latest ploy was to report Anoraks 
Ireland to the income tax authorities in 
Dublin. The inspectorate have investigated 
Anoraks Ireland in depth and are satisfied 
that Anoraks Ireland is a non-profit* organ¬ 
isation run by Radio enthusiasts promoting 
independent radio in Ireland. 

We have resisted all threats from these 
people who claim a genuine interest in Irish 
Free Radio, but who are instead motivated by 
Self Greed and commercial profit. 

We have received reports that a shortwave 
station using the call sign,W.M.R. have 
been telling listeners in recent weeks that 
letters sent to Irish stations using the 
'Anoraks Ireland PTH are'interferred with' 
This allegation is completely untrue. All 
mail received here is date stamped on arr¬ 
ival and passed on to the station concerned. 

ANORAKS IRELAND is BACK and HERE TO STAY. 
All who wrote to us in our absence will re¬ 
ceive replies in the near future, merchand¬ 
ise ordered in that period will be despatch 
-ed Free together with a full refund . ANOR¬ 
AKS IRELAND may not have 'the biggest select 
-ion' but we try harder to provide you with 
an accurate IRISH FREE RADIO service on a 
completely voluntary basis."

AD: Well Mike, Can you tell us what did you do when the Anhor Chain broke? 

MIKE: Well Firstly the Drift Alarm went off which meant that we had strayed outside a pre¬ 
determined ring which we had programmed into the thing and that sounded. Well that’s quite 
normal thatb forever going off generally during the news 1 and (laughs slightly) and at that 
point I started to try and plot a course from the tning and we just seemed to be moving very 
slightly, just a few hundred metres and then ocassionally going back to ouf* original position 
but then eventually the figures just went haywire and we were moving quite fast. 

AD: Well What action did you take? You're the engineer. 

MIKE: ify immediate reaction was to get everybody up and to inform everyone what was going on 
and quickly check what direction we were going in if we were going to hit the sandbank and 
to give me some idea as tb how long I had got to start the main engine, er at that point I 
then legged it down to the main engine room and started warmin up the main engine which is 
quite a job. 

AD. What did the Captain say when you informed him? 

MIKE: He just calmly sat there and plotted a course and told me to get my arse in gear and get 
the engine started. 


Having weathered earlier storms the Ross 
Revenge had her first serious problem of 
the year when at approximately 3am the 
anchor chain snapped and the Ship began to 
drift. On air DJ Gerry Davis noticed that 
the 358 transmitter had gone off. 

The Ross Revenge put out an emergancy 
call on a CB emergancy channel after the 
Ship to Shore link was cut and the navig¬ 
ational equipment had failed. The signal 
was picked up by an Ipswich C'ber who was 
monitoring the channel at the time. He was 
asked to telephone a London Telephone num¬ 
ber who would be able to arrange for a tug 
to tow the shij: bacK out to sea. 


The Ross had drifted for 9 miles in the 
Force 8 gale before the engines could be 
started. Walton on the Ease coastguards 
were informed at 3.15, and 33 minutes lat¬ 
er were told that the ship was heading Sou 
-th West with both engines running. 

Nevertheless the ship could still not be 
sure of her exact position and it was not 
until a passing coaster, The Sam Weaver 
reported the vessel in the North East > 
Knock in the Thames Estuary. Within ten min¬ 
utes of this the Sheerness Lifeboat was at 
the scene, and had confirmed that the Ross 
Revenge was safe. The danger for Caroline 
throughout the ordeal was that 'he Ross Pe-

verge had drifted perilously close to Brit¬ 
ish territorial waters, where the ship could 
have been arrested. 

Hie Ross Revenge returned to her anchor¬ 
age at 10.55 am. 

Brief programming was heard on 558kHz that 
afternoon between 3.30 and 4.00 just before 
the hour Peter Phillips announced . 

"Radio Caroline appologises for the loss 
of Transmissions today due to damaged sus¬ 
tained during severe weather conditions. 
Regular programmes will be resumed at the 
earliest possible oppotunity this evenings 
numbers are 232, 239 and 240. To repeat those 
numbers 232, 239 and 240 for now from the en¬ 
tire crew of the Ross Revenge we wish you a 
very good evening". 

The following day both frequencies were 
still silent until late evening, noted at 
9*30 non stop music on 558 and a test tone 
on 963» The tone cut out approximately half 
an hour later, but the music continued until 
11.20. The following day non stop music • 
was once again noted on 558. At ten minutes 
to nine* Fergie was heard announcing that 
everyone was alright, but were feeling a 
'bit flaked out' following the previous 
two days adventures. Not so Monique. At 9am 
full programming reccomenced on 963 . No re¬ 
ligious programmes were aired on this day 
although Johann Naasbach was heard. 556 
continued the non stop music throughout .the 
day, but mid evening this was replaced by a 
test tone. Caroline reccomenced programming 
on 558. Monday February 3rd at 0600 with 
Kevin Turner, Peter Phillips at 1000 and 
David Andrews at 1400. The non stop music 
commenced at 1800 for three hours. No News 
Bulletins were broadcast on this day or dur 
-ing the remainder of the week. 963 again 
closed early, fy Wednesday Andy Johnston 
was heard between 1800 and 2100 on 558. On 
Thursday a full schedule was in operation 
on 558, although 963 still had none of the 
American religious items, instead non-stop 
music was airee in the evening through un¬ 
til 2100 when Caroline Overdrive returned 
with Fergie McNiel. Numbers were still ann¬ 
ounced from time to time. 

ON February 7th the adventures began once 
more. At 1845» during Gerry Davis' progra¬ 
mme on 550 Andy Johnston announced that the 
station was closing down for a short while 
and also gave out some numbers. When the 
station returned 2$ hours later it became 
clear that the ship had begun to drift once 
more. This time however the anchor had been 
lifted and the engines started sucessfully. 
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Christmas on Radio Caroline seemed just 
like any other day with none of the prev¬ 
ious year*s excitement. December 20th saw 
the long awaited return of Tom Anderson. 

Tom settled back into his old style, which 
on January 1st became'Caroline Overdrive' 
described by Peter Phillips as the great 
'Dial Dilemma* Overdrive was clearly aimed 
at bringing back the seventies album type 
format back on 319 metres, whilst on 55$ 
the unusual choice of Andy Johnston contin 
-ued with the normal 558 programming. Over¬ 
drive starts each evening at 2100 and carr¬ 
ies through until 0400 the next morning 
when Monique programmes reccomence. Fergie 
Me Niel also returned on December 20th. He 
was given the evening 1700-2100 slot on 558 
together with Overdrive from 0100. New 
Year's Day also saw a change in the prese¬ 
ntation of the News and Lotto numbers.Bull 
-etins were now broadcast at 0700 , 0800, 
0900, 1300, 1600, 1700 and 1800. Winning 
Lotto numbers are announced after the 0800 
and 1800 news, with details of prizes thr- 
-ought general programming. One lucky winn 
-er of the third prize I.D. Elder lives in 
Kent. Nick Richards left on December 28th 
leaving the two schedules looking like 
this from January 1st.

The Caroline gig guide was also dropped 
from this date. Ex Voice of Feace and 
Zodiac TJ Kevin Turner joined Caroline on 
January 18th he presented the Breakfast 
Show from 0500. Also returning on this 
day was David Andrews. John Ford and News 
-reader Graham Vager left at this time. 

The output power on 558 was noticably 
down and early closedowns were made at 
9am. Schedules at this time varied quite 
considerably with double shifts by some 
presenters. On more than one pccasion 
Tom Anderson presented 1700-2100 on 558 , 
then went through to the 'Love Cabin' for 
another four hours of Caroline Overdrive. 
Andy Johnston took the early news, and 
Kevin Turner the bulletins later i>n the 
day. 


Gerry Davis was heard for the first time 
on January 26th for 4 hours from 1700.The 
poor fellow had a rather unfortunate in¬ 
cident when he forgot what his name was 
in a middle of a link. Gerry however is 
beginning to get things together and is 
turning into a competant presenter. Since 
his introduction he has presented the 
nighttime show on 558 and returned to 1700 
on February 7th. Nigel Roberts returned 
on this day to present the 0100-0400 
Overdrive slot on 963 , whilst Fergie took 
over the 2100 Overdrive on Tom Anderson's 
departure. 

Advertisements are once again on the inc¬ 
rease with no less than three sking resorts' 
being featured, together with two record 
promotions, one for the new Aswad single. 
The religious programmes on 963 are also 
on the increase. The Wings of Healing prog 
-ramme was first noted February 9 at 7*00 
on 963 . 

Radio Monique now features an Internatio¬ 
nal show on Sundays from 5*00 GMT. 


RUMOURS AND OTHER THINGS. 

The new Offshore project mentioned in 
our December issue has now been named 
as ’Stereo 531*. It is planned to use 
the American Kahn system to broadcast on 
AM in Stereo, one of the station'd back¬ 
ers could very well be Kahn as the stat¬ 
ion will be marketing the special Kahn 
receivers so that the broadcasts could 
be heard in Stereo. Ex Offshore names 
Jessie Brandon and Blake Williams have 
both been connected with the project.The 
original idea was to have had the ship 
broadcasting to Scandinavia, but the 
plans were changed after Laser headed 
for Port. A narrative at the beginning 
of January stated that the station would 
be on the air in about three weeks, but 
so far nothing has been heard. A reported 
sighting off the Kent Coast turned out to 
be an Oil Tanker. 

DTI OPERATION OVER. . ? 

The Government surveyship, The Gardline 
Tracker was withdrawn from service on Dec 
-ember 20th. The DTI has said that they 
now have enough information to work on 
£nd that there are no further plans to 
continue the operation. However National 
Newspaper reports in recent days have in*- 
dicated that the DTI is planning a secret 
operation against Radio Caroline. These 
however* have been denied by the Depart¬ 
ment • 
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Firemen were called to the m.v Commun¬ 
icator when the two nightwatchman on board 
reported a fire in the engine room. They 
were taken off by Harwich lifeboatmen. 
Firemen meanwhile from Harwich and Colch¬ 
ester came to the scene. However it was 
soon discovered to be nothing more than a 
faulty boiler. 

Meanwhile the Communicator sits patiently 
in Harwich harbour waiting for a possible* 
buyer. As yet, although some groups have 
come forward there is no single buyer, and 
there is the increasing likelyhood of the 
ship being sold off piece by piece. 

CAROLINE ON SHORT WAVE? 

Last month we had reported that Carol¬ 
ine were making tests on the Shortwave 
40 metre band on 6273* It would seem that 
the tests did not have the offcial back¬ 
ing of the Caroline organisation and they 
were orddred to stop. However a corresp¬ 
ondent in Kent reports hearing Caroline • 
during the night on a frequency around 
6250 with Overdrive programmes. SINPO was 
22212. The audio quality was clear indic¬ 
ating somebody on the Kent Coast or a re¬ 
lay direct from the Ross Revenge. At ab¬ 
out 0320 programmes from the BBC World 
Service were noted, reception was too 
weak for an actual BBC Transmission, any 
ideas?

Conditions since early December have not 
been too good although most weeks have be¬ 
en listenable. It has been noticed that 
reception does improve as the mornings pro 
-gress. Cornwall and* Scotland by their 
sheer distance have once again been the 
best places to hear Short Wave Free Radio 
stations• 

Addresses for this section are shown in 
brackets and listed at the end. 

GREET BRITAIN. 

Although a long marathon broadcast was 
promised from them SPECTRUM WORLD BROAD¬ 
CASTING (l) were not noted too frequently, 
over the Christmas holiday period. They 
were heard however on occasion at 2am on 
the 11478 channel, further reports of the 
transmissions would be appreciated. Earl¬ 
ier in the-month of December Spectrum were 
heard on 6272 on the 8th. 




FMTR- FREE MEDWAY* TOWN RADIO ( 2 ) are 
fast gaining ground as a regular Short 
Wave broadcast station, having been heard 
on both Saturday and Sunday mornings. Freq 
-uencies for the transmissions have varied 
around the 48 metre band. On December 8 th 
they were heard on 6275 > December 15th on 
6300 and again the following week. No fur 
-ther broadcasts from FMTR were noted until' 
December 29th on 63 OO and subsequently on 
New Years Day using the same channel. Jan¬ 
uary 18th saw FMTR on 63 IO, with the new 
channel of 6320 being used on the following 
day, where they have been noted each week¬ 
end since. As a result of storm dammage to 
the aerial system the Saturday broadcast 
was missed on February 1st, but the station 
returned the following day. 

WEEKEND MUSIC RADIO were noted on 6295 at 
1241 December 15 th. The station was to be 
on the air with a series of broadcasts over 
the Christmas period. December 22 saw WMR 
noted on 6210 and 6295 and 6315. The real 
marathon began on Christmas Day with 6230, 
6240,6270,6295 and 63 IO all operational, 
with up to 3 transmitters running simultan 
-eously. 6230,6240 and 6270 were all noted 
in paralell at 0940. Radio Omega ( 3 O were 
relayed by the station on 6230 and 6240 at 
1104 and 1122 respectively. A Radio Rainbow 
( 4 ) programme was broadcast on 6295 at 1041 
What really made things though was the 'big 
transmitter' on 6310 with live programming 
from WMR themselves. 

Boxing Day continued the celebrations and 
despite the festivities. Jack Russell and 
Bear were both on hand to continue 
the programming. 6230, 6240 and 63 OO were 
in use with the latter handling the'big tx 1 
The 6^30 transmitter relayed programming 
from Radio Apollo(5&6) 100 watts were used 
for 63 OO with telephone calls received 
from many of those pedbple lucky enough to 
know the operators telephone number. A 
problem with the mixer however meant that 
any telephone calls had to be broadcast on 
the other channels. WMR were also noted on 
December 29th on 6230. More telephone calls

RADIO PAMELA^) are now heard regularly 
via their own transmitters. Although on 
low power several reports have come in 
for the station . December 22 the station 
used 6299 and again on December 29* The 
more unusual frequency of 6611.5 was used 
on January 26th(Saturday) as well as 6240 
where a OP call was put out. Pamela are 
on regularly on Saturdays and Sundays. 
Another freauency planned for use is 6343 
Station owner Steve Most is taking a short 
break from the presentation side to concen 
-trate on the technical details, please 
note the new address for the station. No 
further mail should be sent to the Deice 
Road address• 

RADIO APOLLO(5&6) made a return broad¬ 
cast on December 26th noted on 6230 via 
Weekend Music Radio and with their own 
facilities on 6307. Apollo were also heard 
December 29th with programmes on 63 O 7 and 
later on with Steve Most of 6265 . The 
operator of Apollo, Dave Scott is current 
-ly involved with Hospital Radio, but 
plans to continue Apollo with a view to 
being on the air six times during the com¬ 
ing year. 

RADIO ATLATIS(5&6) were noted on 6270 with 
an announced paralell channel of 105FM + 
1134kHz December 15th. However there was so¬ 
me difficulty with the FM channel. 

BRI- BRITAIN RADIO INTERNATIONAL (3&9) 
broadcast their regular Boxing Day show on 
6225* The programme was lj hours long and 
hosted by Roger DaVis . The station was 
also on the air the following Sunday, Dec¬ 
ember 29» again on 6225* The transmission 
on January 26th on 6230 featured the UK 
Top 50 from the proceeding year. Bill con¬ 
tinues on the fourth Sunday of each month, 
and fifth Sundays when they occur. 

SOUNDS ALTERNATIVE(lO) formally a medium 
wave station in the Midlands were relayed 
by RECC December 29th on 6240, noted at 

0925. 

RECC- RADIO EAST COAST COMMERCIAL were 
heard regularly over Christmas with a broad 


-cast on Christmas Day itself on 6230.This 
live transmission unfortunately mutual in¬ 
terference was given between the station 
and Weekend Music Radio who were also using 
the same channel. The superb DX programme 
has continued into 1986 despite fears that 
it might cease. It was heard as part of the 
regular first Sunday broadcast on 6230. ( 5 ) 

ATLANTA RADIO ( 5 ) made one of their exce¬ 
llent, yet infrequent broadcasts on Decemb¬ 
er 29th. The programming featured an item 
on stations in New Zealand. The Atlanta Rad 
-io Stozy tape is still available from the 
mailing address at a price of £2. Cheques & 
Postal Orders should be left blank. 

RADIO KRISTEL (ll) The short wave sister 
station to South East Sounds made their 
traditional Bank Holiday Broadcast on Decern 
-ber 26th with some story about Father Chr¬ 
istmas being late with his present delivery 
on 6220. The next broadcast is planned for 
Easter Monday. 

KLA RADIO (l) made a rare broadcast on 
December 29th on 63 I 8 , our logger Paul Wat¬ 
son in Guildford noted only a weak signal. 
The station was heard again on New Yearh 
Day. 

RADIO NEMESIS (12) are a new station he- • 
art! for the first time on January 12th. The 
previous Sunday however an Unidentified sta 
-tion was heard on the Nemesis frequency of 
6317, although we have no confirmation that 
it was them. Nemesis was also heard the fol 
-lowing week on the same channel. 

RADIO PENFOLD were noted on 63 O 8 on New 
Year's Day in their first broadcast.

ABC WATERFORD ( 15 ) made a relay of their 
Medium Wave local service on December 15th 
with a frequency of 6200. . 
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RADIO RAINBOW INTERNATIONAL ( 4 ) appear 
to go to strength to strength each Sunday 
morning on 6240 with a powerful signal and 
modulation claimed at being up to 99%- 
From January 5th the station introduced 
the Free Radio Programme hosted by Kieran 
Murray, which the station offers to other 
stationsfor rebroadcasting if they so wish. 
The programme features archive recordings, 
listeners letters and a 'five minutes of 
Jingles'Feature. Rainbow has also been re - 
laying programmes from the 'Four Freedom' s 
World Service,(noted December 29th) and of 
Irish station Boyneside Radio, of which the 
operators are joint staff members. The Boy¬ 
neside Radio Relay can be heard an hour be¬ 
fore the main commencement of programmes at 
1000. Rainbow currently has an output power 
of 400 watts, medium wave and FM are planned 
FALCON RADIO(H) as part of the INTERNAT¬ 
IONAL RADIO RELAY SERVICE, are heard regu- • 
larly on December 15 th ,and 22nd on 6265, 
then on January 5th on 6200, where they 
put out a better signal.
